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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed February 16, 2007 has been received. Claims 1-44 and 
64-66 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of the restriction requirement in the reply filed 
on February 6, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
reasons for distinction between Groups I and II no longer apply, as the combination 
(claiml) now requires the particulars of the subcombination (claim 33, as amended). 
This argument is found persuasive because the applicant has amended claim 33 so that 
the combination of Group I requires the particulars of the subcombination as claimed in 
amended Group II. Therefore, the restriction between Groups I and II is withdrawn and 
claims 33-44 are rejoined to elected claims 1-32. 

The applicant also traverses the requirement for an election of species and 
argues that the species restriction is improper because the unit of figure 1 may be used 
a multiple of times to result in the units of figures 2A or 2B. Upon further consideration 
of the species this argument is persuasive. Therefore, the species restriction is 
withdrawn. However, a new species requirement appears below since figures 2A and 
2B remain directed to distinct species. See the restriction requirement below. 
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Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I: figure 2A 

Species II: figure 2B 

Species III: figure 3 

The species are independent or distinct because each of the figures associated 
with each species identifies a structurally different type of air quality system (20', 20", 
120). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention.
